Dolla r Is Worth Sa ving 
President Trum an has tok en notice of rising prices 
which have sent the cost of living index to 152.8 from 
a norm of 10i based on the 19 35-39 average. The Presi­ 
dent said he hoped businessmen would see the danger 
of rising prices and prnLsed Ford's and International 
H arvester's price reductions.

THE TELEPHONE UNION 
REFUSES TO ARBITRATE 


The offer by the Ohio Bell Telephone Company to arbitrate wage demands has been 
refused formally by the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers. 


Also, the offer by the Company to extend the present liberal contract was refused. 
This offer was made in view' of the fact that telephone wages of telephone workers compare 
favorably with those of the communities in which they work and an increase is not war­ 
ranted at this time. To grant wage increases while such a favorable comparison exists is 
unfair to the people who pay for telephone service. 


THE UNION DEMANDS 


The Union demands an increase of 12 Dollars per week for every employee, plus 
many costly wage changes, such as bringing wages for each community served by Ohio Bell 
up to tfie level of the largest industrial cities of the country . 


All of these demands, if granted, would force the expenses of the company to a level 
far beyond the total amount of money taken in for telephone service. They would amount 
to 35,000,000 dollars per y ear, which is equivalent, on the average, to more than 2.00 dollars 
per month per telephone served by the company. 


The Union demands include, in addition to wages, union shop, check-off, jurisdic­ 
tion over telephone work, leaves of absence for union work, changes in pensions and many 
other items. These issues do not justify a strike. Telephone workers, besides, are known 
to enjoy excellent working conditions and practices. 


TELEPHONE WORKERS ARE DOING ALL RICH! 


A telephone operator in a medium sized town has a basic top rate of 167 dollars per 
month. In addition, substantial amounts are paid for Sunday and holiday work and for 
evening or night work. Overtime pay is also additional. On the average, one out of ten 
have a rating of “supervisor” with additional pay of 30 Dollars per month. 


Operators in the smaller towns have a top rate of $8.70 per month less than the med­ 
ium sized towns and the large cities are $17.40 per month higher. 


Telephone workers have good income, excellent working conditions, steady work, 
up to three weeks’ vacation with pay, pay ment for absence due to illness and liberal pro­ 
vision for pensions. They are paid while they learn their jobs and have opportunities for 
promotion that are unsurpassed any where in an organization that brings all management 
people up from the ranks. 


A TELEPHONE STRIKE IS NOT JUSTIFIED 


The Telephone Company is making every practicable effort to avoid a strike which 
would work severe hardship upon the public. 


It has offered to arbitrate the fairness of its wages. 


It wants to be equally fair to the employ ees and to the folks who pay for telephone 
service. 


It has alway s bargained with the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers and has in­ 
creased wages when conditions justified the increase. The wage schedules have been in­ 
creased by 68 per cent since January 1, 19 41. 


Certainly from the standpoint of Telephone wages and working conditions, a strike 
just does not make sense.
